REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Mrs.  Chairman  and  Members  of  School  Board: 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  my  sixth  annual 
report  of  the  Campton  schools. 

All  schools  have  been  in  session  for  the  full  thir- 
ty-six weeks  as  required  by  law.  After  deducting 
the  holidays  and  the  time  lost  for  other  reasons,  the 
schools  were  actually  in  session  176  days  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1924.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  was 
92.8  and  there  were  189  tardy  marks.  That  is  far 
too  many.  It  is  true  that  occasionally  tardiness  is 
unavoidable  but  those  cases  are  not  common.  I  trust 
that  parents  will  co-operate  with  the  schools  to  see 
that  the  pupils  are  on  time.     Five  pupils  were  not 
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absent  or  tardy  during  the  year,  namely,  Bessie  Hans- 
comb,  Clifton  Moulton,  Fred  A.  Moulton,  Mildred  M. 
Moulton   and  Fred  E.  Willoughby. 

This  year,  1924-1925,  we  have  registered  150  pu- 
pils in  the  local  schools  and  33  attending  high  school 
— 31  at  Plymouth  and  2  at  New  Hampton.  Last  year 
there  were  136  attending  the  town  schools  and  28  in 
high  school.  With  a  larger  number  of  pupils  attend- 
ing high  school  and  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  tuition, 
it  means  that  larger  appropriation  must  be  made  for 
high  school  tuition.    We  shall  have  a  deficit  this  year. 

At  present  there  are  three  transportation  routes 
as  follows:  Charles  Coffin  to  the  Bog;  Lizzie  Kendrick 
to  Center  and  Mr.  E.  V.  Berry  to  Branch.  One  girl 
is  boarded  at  the  Center  in  lieu  of  transportation 

The  teachers  this  year  are  as  follows:  Uppei 
Village,  Dorothy  M.  M.  Putnam,  a  normal  graduate; 
Lower  Village,  Margaret  Brown,  a  normal  graduate; 
Center  Campton,  Rose  Dearborn,  a  normal  graduate 
and  a  teacher  of  long  successful  experience;  Beebe 
River  Grammar,  Marion  C.  Clark,  normal  summer 
courses  and  teaching  her  fourth  year;  Beebe  River 
Primary,  Amanda  Sutherland,  one  year  normal  train- 
ing and  summer  terms  with  considerable  experience ; 
Blair,  Grace  L.  Quimby,  some  normal  training  and 
some  experience;  Bog,  Ruth  Childs,  one  year  normal 
training  and  teaching  her  first  year;  Branch,  Gladys 
I.  Haskell,  two  summer  normal  terms  and  one  year's 
experience;  Livermore  Falls,  Lila  Porter,  a  normal 
graduate  and  with  successful  experience. 

The  Livermore  Falls  school  is  maintained  in  con- 
junction with  the  State,  that  is,  the  State  pays  a  part 
of  the  expert  teacher's  salary  for  the  privilege  of 
having  some  of  the  senior  girls  who  wish  to  prepare 
for  rural  teachers  to  observe  how  a  first  class  teacher 
organizes,  manages  and  teaches  a  model  rural  school, 
and  later  to  conduct  some  of  the  classes  under  close 
supervision.  Quite  a  few  citizens  have  visited  this 
school  to  observe  the  work  and  from  those,  I  have 
heard  only  favorable  comments.  I  wish  more  might 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  visit  thereby 
getting  first  hand  impressions.     It  seems  to  me  that 
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Campton  is  fortunate  to  have  consummated  such  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  State.  I  wish  it  were  possible 
for  more  of  the  pupils  to  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunities there  offered. 

Last  year  the  woman's  club  at  Campton  Village 
paid  for  a  music  teacher  for  the  two  village  schools. 
This  year  the  School  Board  has  arranged  to  have  a 
music  teacher  from  the  normal  school  one  day  a  week 
and  she  is  able,  in  the  time,  to  visit  the  Upper  Village, 
Lower  Village,  Center  and  the  two  Beebe  River  schools. 
Because  of  lack  of  transportation  and  time,  the  music 
teacher  is  not  able  to  reach  the  Bog,  Blair  and  Branch 
schools.  In  these  schools,  the  regular  teachers  are  do- 
ing what  they  can  with  the  music.  The  music  at  Liv- 
ermore  Falls  is  taken  care  of  by  the  normal  school. 

One  day  last  spring,  Commissioner  Butterfield 
visited  the  Campton  schools  accompanied  by  the  su- 
perintendent. 

The  following  visits  were  recorded  by  the  teachers 
for  the  year  1923-1924:  Members  of  School  Board— 
8;  citizens  and  others — 194;  by  superintendent  of 
schools — 160. 

The  school  census  taken  during  September  showed 
that  there  were  96  boys  and  88  girls  or  a  total  of  184 
children  in  town  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16  years. 
It  also  showed  that  there  were  12  between  5-8,  1  be- 
tween 8-14,  and  7  between  14-16  not  registered  in  any 
school.  Those  under  eight  are  not  obliged  to  attend, 
the  one  between  8-14  excused  on  account  of  physical 
condition  and  the  7  over  14  have  completed  the  work 
of  the  eighth  grade,  in  other  words,  all  children  re- 
ported are  accounted  for. 

The  annual  required  examination  of  school  chil- 
dren was  made  last  October  by  Jean  Kelly,  R.  N.,  of 
Lincoln.  The  cost  was  25  cents  per  pupil  plus  a  small 
expense  for  transportation.  She  examined  141  pupils 
and  reported  the  following  defects:  Malnutrition  25; 
defective  vision  15;  defective  hearing  1;  skin  disease 
2;  defective  teeth  69;  enlarged  tonsils  70;  pediculosis 
2;  unvaccinated  6;  and  nervous  1. 

In  order  to  have  the  examination  of  any  value 
to  the  child,  the  parents  should  co-operate  by  making 
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an  effort  to  have  the  defects,  reported  to  them,  cor- 
rected as  far  as  may  be  possible.  In  case  the  parents 
think  the  judgment  of  the  examiner  to  be  faulty,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  child  be  taken  to  some  physi- 
cian, in  whom  there  is  confidence,  for  his  verdict  and 
advice.  I  sincerely  hope  that  something  will  be  done 
to  correct  the  large  number  of  cases  of  defective  eyes, 
teeth  and  tonsils.  In  treating  the  tonsils,  there  will 
undoubtedly  be  found  many  cases  of  adenoids  which 
were  not  reported. 

Standard  tests  and  other  tests  have  been  given  in 
all  grades  above  the  fourth  to  check  up  progress  and 
efficiency. 

Toilet  conditions  at  Beebe  River  are  not  very 
satisfactory.  Several  of  the  school  house  chimneys 
need  some  attention.  The  details  of  the  repairs  will 
be  made  in  a  supplementary  report.
